Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant presented arguments of how the claimed invention would 
define over the prior art in reference to the positioning of the bulkhead being elevated from the floor preventing the 
need of pattle stops. Henning teaches straps which secure the bulkhead to the wall but does not have the same 
intended use of elevating the bulkhead. The securing feature of the invention was also discussed which shows a 
positioning which is opposite of that taught in Manfred; they both secure the bulkhead but in different ways. Examiner 
will consult with colleagues about whether the bulkhead being elevated is a patentable limitation. 
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
